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World-Wide 


PALESTINIAN GUERRILLAS were 
invited to join UN debate. 

The General Assembly voted 105-4, with 
20 abstentions, to ask the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization to take part in debate on 
the Palestine issue. It is separate from the 
Mideast question this year. Among oppo- 
nents of the invitation were the U.S. and Is- 
rael, which charged that the PLO practiced 
murder as a “profession.” Jordan, which 
accepts the PLO’s right to speak for Pales- 
tinians outside Jordanian borders, backed 
the resolution. 

Yasir Arafat , head of the guerrilla 
organization, is expected to address the

Secretary of State Kissinger made sec- 
ond stops in Egypt and Syria before heading 
home from his Mideast trip by way of Al- 
geria and Morocco. Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat pledged to try to win support 
from other Arab leaders, at an Oct. 26. sum- 
mit meeting in Morocco, for Kissinger’s 
plan for interim mideast agreements. Kis- 
singer said he had seen positive signs dur- 
ing his trip and will return to the Mideast 
after the Aral nit.

The prosecutor said he will prove 
that the defendants plotted a cover-up 
that eventually cost ££00,000 and in-' 
volved f( the most powerful men in the 
government of the U.S. . • . even the 
President himself”

woman, asked to be excused, saying sh< 
hadn’t understood what sequestration in 
volved. Judge John Sirica replaced her witl
